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SAVINGS BANKS IN EGYPT. 


The Report of the Post Office Administra: 
tion for the year 1904 contains many gratify:

ATTEMPTED MURDER IN A 
THEATRE. 


Duriag a performance at Minieh of an Arabic 
drama bearing the thrilling title of Love and 
Revenge, by Sheikh Salama Hegazi and his 
company, 4 dentist saddenly rose from his 
seat and rushed upon one of the occupants of a 
box with drawn dagger. The victim of the 
dentist's onslanght shouted for help, and the 
police, aided by the cooler-headed spectators, 
disarmed and arrested his assailant.

South of Denis, the oultivation rapidly 
ceased, and for two or threa houra we ra" 
throngh country that bore the greatest like 
ness to the Mariont steppe at the end of 
April There was the same burnt grass aoil 
grey boulders, but if the groand was les: 
atony on the flats it was far more rocky ov 
the slopes of the low hills which we poae 
from time to time. Un the west the hill cous 
try of Edom was marked by low sanaiel 
summits. Eastward atretched immonse open 
plains that gave the same impression of spa 
cionsness as the Arabian desert seen from tho 
Canal near el Kantara or from the railway 
at Zeitoun. The foreground was yellow brown, 
relieved by ©ccasional grey patches anj 
dotted with the dark green desert scrub, the 
background was an almost aniform fawa co- 
lour which deepened toa dull red when the 
sun began to set. As far as natural features, 
inhabitants, or cultivation went this section 
of the line was a ‘perfect and absolate blank.’ 
There were hills, it is true, bat their louz 
glacis and rounded summits deprived them 
of any picturesqueness. 

There were no Bedouins, goats or camels 
to be seen and the only men wa passed were 
the little groups ot soldier railwaymen st 
two or three stations where the engine an! 
the passengers took in water for a few mi 
nutes. On this section, too, tho rails were 
worn and the train left each of thase stations 
with a horrid jerk. Some of the passengers 
were always on their feet whenever this oc 
curred and were alwaya flang violently into 
the laps of their vis-A-vis by the suddn 
shock, to the great contentment of all their 
fellows. 

As night fell we began to enter close, 
broken country, fall of low stoay hills covered 
with boalders and withered gras3, and seamed 
by dry wadis near which the vegetation 
was still fairly frash. The comments of a 
London daily on the good that the Hedjaz 
line.will do by “opening up ths country 
to trade” recurred to me just then and I 
felt that the writer of the article I had in 
mind conld never have seen this part of the 
world, which looked incapable of supporting 
any industry but tha raising of an inferior 
breed of goats. There were pockets among 
these low hills whiere I expected to see signs 
ofs rain crop, buat either the soil was bad 
or the Bedonins did not trouble to sow 
barley a: their cousins do in the Mariout 
district. At about 7 p.m. I opened a tin of 
meat, which, by the way, disagreed with me 
mightily, and was rather annoyed at the in- 
tense curiosity shown by the occupants of the 
carriages, who balieved —so I afterwards learnt 
from the guard,—that | was eating pork. After 
all I had no reason for my annoyance. Do not 
some Englishmen who have. not left their 
island still hold that the Frenchman subsists 
on salads, frogs, and snails, and does not the 
untravelled Gaul ascribe an unchanging diet 
of “pellel” and “‘bifteck” to the carnivarons 
Saxon ? Still I felt inclined to make a diversion 
and hsving a bag of lemons aud some soda 
water I stood lemon squash to the occupants 
of my end of the carriage, who seemed highly 
satisfied therewith and always thanked me 
most politely. After my meal I tried to sleap 
on my boards and a couch made of a greatooat 
and & rog bat the carriage required a thorough 
disinfection and insect powders were powerloss, 
all the wingles: and irritant species being well 
repreented. Near 'Ammifin I fell off the board 
and rema‘ned awake and angry til] we ran 
into the station, 

Ammién (Rabbath Ammon) is a garrison 
to#n. Turkish soldiers and Circassian colonists 
are postet there, and there is a small popala- 
tion of fellaheén and se‘tled Be lonins with a 
few Italian workmea and a handful of Syrians.

Bedouins who rosm about the elge of the 
desert and who, till lately, blackmailed the 
fellaheen, killed stray Turks, and arranged

We were far less crowded on this part 
of the journey—Hamdulillah !—so that. the 
atmosphere produced by the closing of all the 
anbroken windows and the ase of quantities 
of tobacco was just bearable. | awoke at 
about 3 a.m. feeling very sore and unhappy and 
found the train running through a steppes 
which was a little yellower bat otherwise an 
exact replica of the country which we had 
passed between Derfis and Amman. At about 
6 a.m. we passed a caravan flying two Osmanli 
flags marching slong a sort of cart-track to 
Katraneh. A few tatterdemalions with rifles 
rode ahead on mules, then came in single file 8 
camels carrying women and bales, a cart carry- 
ing packed tents and projecting tent poles, 
some women and children a soldier riding 
slowly on a bay Arab. From ‘the camels to tha 
children every member of the caravan seemed 
to be walking in his sleep. The soldier and 
the nondesoripts on mules waved to us,and then 
relapsad into an apathetic progress, and it was 
only when I got out on the tail board of tho 
earriaga and felt the wind and saw how tho 
women were haddling their clothes round their 
bodies, that I realised that they ware all numb- 
ed with the cold of the desert morning.

SUDAN CAMPAIGNING. 


BENNECT BURLEIGH KEMINISCENT. 


The vetsran War Correspondent Mr. Ben- 
nett Barleigh writes to the “Duily Telegraph” 
on the subject of rifla shooting :-— 


“I have seen most of the fighting in Egypt 
and the Sudan betw3en ths years 1532 and 
1898. Indiffarent as was the shooting of our 
soldiers in those daya, it was their great supe- 
riority in marksmanship over that of the enemy 
that won us 80 many victories with batahandful 
of troops. We ought to have been eaten up or 
driven into the sea more than once, say as at 
Bl Magfar, Hassassip, and T'amai. The Marines, 
by their steady fire discipline, had much to do 
with saving the situation at all three of these 
actions ; and at the surprise at Hassassin lock, 
the 60th Ritles, who deployed to the front at 
the “double” out of camp, instantly checked 
the farther advance of Arabi Pasha’s horse and 
foot. They were pounded with Krupp cannon- 
shells, bat the riflemen never budged, exsept 
to creep nearer to the foe. When the machine- 
gans were temporarily lost at Tamai, Genera! 
Sir Gerald Graham re-formed Davis's, broken 
brigade, not in square butin line, and order- 
ed them forward to recover the ground and the 
battery. That day, at Colonel 'l'uson’s (of the 
Marines) reqaest, I acted for the nonce as gal- 
loper. Firing steadily as they advanced, stage 
by stage, the Dervish Fozzy-Wuzzy, who is the 
finest fighting-man the world over after his 
methods, was slain in heaps, and driven from 
the guns across the nullah, or khon. It is the 
lead rather than the steel that piles op the 
butcher's bill in all modern wars. If the Der- 
vishes had put more trast in their Remington 
rifles, what a different story there would have 
been to tell of Sudan warfare | [a their, famous 
charge at Oaiddrman, the 21st LAncers inflicted 
relatively little hurt apon the enemy, antil, 
whealing to the left, they dismounted and 
opened fire with their carbines. It was then 
that the Dervishes decamped out of the nullab. 
Our casnalties at Aba Kra came from the 
good shooting of a few ofthe Mahdi’s black 
Kordofan hanters, General Stewart, St. Leger, 
Cameron, and others being killed by tho 


Dervish fi-e, which came palting at times like |; 


hail amongst us. [ was hit in the neck, and 
it was only by pushing forward and oconpying 
a knoll, from which we oconld get at these 
deadly marksmen, that farther loss was avert- 
ed and the situation saved.

edas “the coats of the action” ; in practice 
they are apt to become confounded with the 
object of the quarrel.

so iu the case of the ransom extorted from 
iiome by the Gauls after the battle of the Allia 


yy 390 B.C. * When Brennus ftleng bis sword 
apd shield into the scales and cried, “Ve 
victis,” he attmed a principle which is pro- 


bably as ancient as human nature, and which 
has been fairly eteadily maintained ever since. 
The stount of a war indemnity often depends 
juite as much upon the anxiety of the van 
juished to escape further homiliation as upon 
the victor’s precise bill of expenses. On the 
ther hand, the sum is frequently reduced 
tbrough the sheer and manifest inability of the 
crashed combatant to pay the price of his own 
overthrow. Indeed, it is almost impossible to 
find an example in which some disturbing 
factor does tot interfere with the precise 
operation of the general law. Napoleon, for 
instance, cost Great Britain slong the greater 
part of £831,000,000 before he was finally 
suppressed at Waterloo ; but under the 
TREATY OF PARIS (1815). 

France paid only £28,000,000 
to England, Prussia, and Rassia together. In 
the impoverished condition of Louis XVIII.’s 
dominions, however, it was thought advisable 

» spread even this comparatively modest 
rejinbursement over a period of five years, and 
it was divided into fifteen instalments of 
£1,40,000 each, one of which fell due every 
four months 

i ping to more recent times, we find in 
Is7i what is always regarded as the supreme 
examp'e of a war iudemnity. Under the 

rREATY OP FRANKFORT, 1871, 

France paid a ransom of . . £200,000,000. 
In demanding this colussal sum Bismarck had 
in his mind two distinct intentions. They were 
to replenish Germany's emptied war chest and 
by crippling her antagonist financially to pre- 
vent her from reviving to a condition in which 
she could have renewed hostilities before time 
had soothed ber wounded pride and assuaged 
the desire for “la revanche.” That the latter 
purpose might more completely be fulfilled, 
payment in cash, and over a very short 
period, was imposed. ‘The first instalment was 
£20,000,000, and it was provided by the stipa- 
lations of the treaty that it shoald be handed 
over one month after the French Government 
had obtained possession of Paris from the 
Commune. A further £40,000,000 was to be 
liquidated before the end of the year, 
¥20,000,000 more on May 1, 1872, and the 
balance of £120),000,000 on May 2, 1874, 
Moreover, interest st the rate of 5 per cent. 
had to be paid until the money had actually 
changed hands. ‘be manner in which France 
discharged this enormous debt is one of the 
most remarkube displays of the latent wealth 
of a nation to be found in history. To the 
astonishment of the whole world, the entire 
£200,000,000 was placed at the disposal of the 
conqueror six months before the expiry of the 
prescribed term. 

Another large indemnity of recent times was 
that exacted by Rossia from Turkey in 1878, 
after the Tsar's armies had fought their way 
to the gates of Constantinople. The terms 
agreed to at San Stefano underwent consider- 
able modification at the subsequent Interna- 
tional Congress, bat under the

it was stipulated, however, that the Otto- 
man Government, never a very prompt settler 
of accounts, should be allowed a long period of 
yeara in which to find the money. Some of it 
is still owing. Japan has a precedent of her 
own in this matter, an indemnity having form- 
ed an important feature in the fruits of ber 
triumph over Chinain 1895. The amount 
demanded was considerably increased after the 
intervention of Russia, Germany, and France 
had deprived the victorious islanders of the 
Liao-tung peninsula and the fortress of Port

This woald beequivalent toabout£26,000,000 
in Eoglish carrency. Turkey was very anxious 
to obtain a substantial indemnity from Greece 
in 1897, but a ficancial commission appointed 
by the Powers reported that the defeated bel- 
ligerent could not afford to satisfy the Otto- 
man demand, and £4,000,000 was in<theend 
fixed upon as the outside limit of the pecuniary 
compensstion in this case. At the conclusion 
of hostilities between the United States and 
Spain was seen the unasual spectacle of the 
victor psyingan indemnity, asa kind of cash 
change in return for territorial concessions that 
seamed rather more than the circumstances of 

he case required.

SUEZ CANAL TONNAGE. 


SOME INTERESTING DETAILS FROM 
THE REPORT OF THE COMPANY. 


The report of the Suez Canal Company 
gives some interesting details with regard te 
the various shipping companies whose vessels 
used this great waterway last year. As we 
pointed out when dealing with the summary 
of the report the progress made by British ship- 
ping at large is very marked, and it now 
appears that the number of passages made 
by British vessels was 2,679, with a total 
net tonnage of 5,834,000, Germany, the near- 
est competitor, recording 542 passages, with 
a net tonnage of 1,969,000. ‘The distribution 
of this tonnage amongst the various lines,

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BRITAIN’S WORK IN EGYPT. 


A FRENcCIL COLONIAL OFPICIAL'S 
OPINION. 


In the course of sn interview with the re- 
presentative of the “African. World” M. Salesses 
Administrateur-en-chef in the French Colonial 
Service and Director of the Niger-Konakry 
Railway, made the following observations on 
his visit to the Upper Nile, Uganda, and 
British E. Africa. 

“Having been kindly supplied with letters 
commendatory by M. Delcassé¢, I visited Egypt, 
and at Cairo wes received by Lord Cromer and 
Lord Edward Cecil, Agent-General for the 
Sudan at Cairo, to both of whom Iam most 
grateful—as, indeed, to the British officials 
everywhere—for many kindnesses. After having 
inspected the Egyptian railways with: the aid 
of M. Barois, the French administrator of 
Egyptian railways, I was able to see the 
Assouan dam, thanks to Sir William Garstin. 
It is magnificent; a great work. At Wady- 
Halfa I inspected the workshops of the Sudan 
Government Railways, through the kindness of 
Captain Midwinter, the assistant manager of 
the line. A railway is being laid from Atbara 
to Sheikh Bargut, now called Bandar Sudan, 
and fifty miles of the work had already been 
completed. At Khartoum, in the Sirdar’s 
absenco, | was received by Colonel Henry. 
Khartoum looks well. It is astonishing how 
much has been done in so short atime. It is 
said that the country between Kassala and 
Khartoum and the banks of the Blue Nile is 
exceedingly rich and good country. I left 
Khartoum by steamer for Gondokoro. There

As printed, this list is calculated in some 
respects to prodace a slightly wrong impres- 
sion of the status of the various lines. Por 
example, the Hall Line and the City Line are 
both owned by the Ellerman Lines, Limited, 
and if these two totals were added together, as 
they should properly be, that company would 
rank third on the list, as against the total 
tonnage of any other—British or foreign—and 
second if compared with British lines only. 
This must be regarded as a highly satistactory 
record for a combination which has been in 
éxistence only about four years. Of the list as 
4 whole, it msy be said that it is most credit- 
able to British shipowners, and shows very 
clearly their greatly preponderating share in 
the business of the Canal. 
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travelled the Uganda Protectorate on foot, 
visiting the posts ot Nimule, Wadelai, and 
Butraba (on Lake Albert Nyanza), Hoima and 
Kampala, and finally Entebbe, on the shores 
of the Victoria Nyanza, the main town of 
Uganda. I saw on this part of my journey very 
many buffalo, elephants, hartebeest, oribes, 
waterbucks, and some balwoiceps of Schwein- 
firth. At Entebbe I was the guest of Mr. 
Wilson, the Acting Commissioner of the 
Uganda Protectorate. 
UGANDA PROSPECTS. 


“] foand the country looking very well and 
prosperous. The people are chiefly natives, but 
there are also Indian traders and a few Earo- 
peans. Tbe natives are peaceable, a fine race 
physically, and not very difficult to govern. I 
think it is a wise policy to have built the 
Uganda railway, and that several other lines 
should be built rather than money be spent on 
cutting new roads, inasmuch as horses and 
mules die, and the country is too wet for 
camels: From Butraba to Entebbe the climate 
is perfect, and 1 think the country is very 
suitable for Europeans, It is the land of the 
elephant. There is much trade in ivory, and 
they have good hopes for rubber. I believe it 
would pay the country to build two railways, 
the first trom Gondokoro to Nimule, 100 
miles, and the other from Butraba to Entebbe, 
200 miles. There is sufficiency of good native 
Isbour, and the cost would not be great, if the 
mavagement were intelligent. 1 left Entebbe 
and crossed the Victoria Lake by the steamer 
“Winifred,” calling at Jinja; where I saw the 
Ripon Falls, that is, the beginning of the Nile, 
At Kisumu (Port Florence) I took the Uganda 
railway, and stopped at Nairobi, where I had 
the pleasure of meeting the general manager 
of the line, Mr. Currie, to the excellence of 
whose direction I wish to testify. The line is 
well built. I believe, as I have said, that for 
ther railway constraction in Uganda is neces 
sary, and that when Uganda is fully develops 
ed, both it and the Bast African Protectorate 
will be successfal colonies. The climate of the 
East African Protectorate is admirably suited 
to Europeans. It is astonishing to see ante- 
lopes, girsfles, zebras, gazelles, ostriches, and 
more occasionally lions and rhinoceroses along 
the line. Leaving Nairobi I reached Mombasa, 
where I crossed Lord Milner, who had come 
from Darban, and was inspecting the Uganda 
railway.
